I+ may, indeed, have Leen 
lmuch farther away than this, and 
really nearer to the moon than to the 
earth, or, it may have been only just 
} beyond the earth’s atmosphere. fhe 
lreal size of this meteor is not | known 
‘beeuse of the uneertainty in its dis- 
‘tance. The apparent diameter was 
labout one thirtieth that of the moon. 
The moon was in the gibbous phase, 
being three days before the full. The 
duration of the tlight of the meteor

UNCLE SAM PAYS THE BILLS. 


If the U. S Wrongfully Seize Our Sealers 
the Americans Must Make it Right. 


A case of the greatest importance to 

sealing men, an action for prospective 
damages fn the suit of the crown vy. the 
schooner Beatrice. has been decided in 
the Exchequer Court of Canada by Ch ef 
Jastice Davie, sitting as local judge in 
admiralty. 
_ The Beatrice, of which Charles Doer- 
ing vas owner and matter, was seized by 
the American cntter Richard Rash, on 
Aug. 20 last, jaetas it bad commenced 
work among the seals in Behring Sea, 
It was sent back t> Victoria under arrest, 
and was tried on a forma! motion to con- 
fizcate the vessel and effa:ts to the Crown. 
In this action the preponderance of evi- 
dence was with the vesiel, the court de- 
Cciding that the seizure cf the vessel was 
wholly unjustifiable and restoring the 
schooner, storee,and 203 skine to the 
custody of Capt. Doering, the skins sab. 
sequently being sold at 210.25 each, 

The skipper of the Beatrice brought a 
claim against the British gouernment for 
the value of the catch that might reason- 
able have been secured had the echooner 
been allowed to complete ita season’e 
bunting. 

Several other vessels, notably the E. B. 
Marvin, which were similarly situated 
with regard to presumptive loss, incident 
totheir seizure, determined to let the 
Beatrice appeal stand as a test case, and 
the hearing of the claim was accordingly 
brought on as quick as possible. The 
jadge decided at the outset thar the jis- 
tice of the claim could not be disputed 
and the evidence taken was almost en- 
tirely as to the extentand value of the 
catch thet the schooner might reazonably 
have been expected to make had it com- 
pleted the seazon’s hunting. After com- 
paring and averaging the cateh<s of ali 
the schooners in the fleet, similarly out- 
titted, it was decided to ailow the Beat- 
rice the va.ve of 518 additional skins at 
the price realized for thoze given back to 
Captain Doering with his vessel. From 
this total the court deducted the value 
of the stores saved by the schooner’s 
early return, aud judgment went against 
the Crown for a net balance of $5165.50. 
The Marvinand several other vessels will 
now go through the formality of proying 
their consequential damage claims, while 
Great Britain will insist that the United 
States, by whose vessels the irregular 
seizures were made, mst altimately foot 
the bills,
